Specincation 

1 . The specification filed on 6/1 3/2007 is accepted and approved. 

Reasons For Allowance 

2. Claims 1,4-8,10-14,16-23 and 26 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art references of the record, either stand-alone or in combination, 
teaches a submarine drive motor having a first liquid cooling circuit and a second liquid 
cooling circuit, being functionally independent of each other and a main and a minor 
pump, wherein the minor pump being a lower power pump than the main pump, are 
arranged in each cooling circuit and are functionally independent of each other, and the 
main pump and the minor pump of each cooling circuit include supply voltages that are 
functionally independent of each other as recited in the claims. In addition, examiner 
finds applicant's arguments persuasive.
